It's a great pity that Judge J. Prank Mungovan and 


Deputy Prosecutor Stephan A. Callahan failed in their ex- 
amination of Lois Isiermann, in the city court, to elicit in- 
formation upon which they could hope for a successful 
prosecution of the men and women who rented this child 
of less than fifteen years, rooms to be used for immoral 
purposes. Clad in dresses that scarcely reached her shoe 
tops, this young girl was able without question, to take 
step after step on the great broad highway to perdition and 
risk the eternal salvation of her soul, while men and wom- 
en not only looked on undisturbed, but made her life of 
sin and shame easier for her and a source of profit to them- 
selves. She is young and the chance of repentance is still 
held out to her, and shielded by that mantle of charity that 
humanity ought to throw about her, she can redeem her 
life, but there are other inexperienced and wayward girls 
whose honor is at stake and who can best be protected by 
the punishment of these dive-keepers. It is difficult for a 
moral mind to conceive the depths of depravity to which 
•humanity has descended when it sits calmly by and 
watches the sacrifice to bestial passions of the soiil of a 
pure girl even after she tas arrived at an age when the 
working out of her salvation lies in her own hand, but 
when a child, and this girl was nothing more, is lured to 
hell and her course made easier by those who can not even 
plead passion in their defense, some very drastic deterrent 
oecomes necessary. Neither fines or jail sentences would 
probably exercise any correctional influence over these 
men and women, but it might induce them to seek some 
other means of making their living which would ma- 
terially reduce the number of pitfalls in the paths of the 
young. In this, particular case the evidence was so vague 
that little would have been accomplished by filing 
affidavits, but a determined scrutiny of all places under 
suspicion might enable the police force to drive out the 
keepers of these houses by increasing the risk to a point 
where the profits would not justify taking it.

Archivist sf French War Office Sayi 


Spanish Officer* Betrayed the 
• 


Great Napoleen. 


An interesting statement was made 


not long ago before the French Acad- 
emie des Sciences Morales et Poll- 
tiques, by M. Bonnal. archivist to the 
French war office. According to M. 
Bonnal, Dumouriei, "coached" Welling. 
ton from 1808 to 1814, and the latter . 
often reaped the benefit of betrayals 
by aristocratic French officers who 
had relatives In London. 


M. Bonnal *oe« to the archives of 


the Spanish war.offlce, there to hunt 
up confessions by Spanish officers in 
tho service of King Joseph Bonaparte 
of their own treason — some of these 
confessions recorded at early as 1815, 
.under Ferdinand Vll. Without any 
sort of shame. they acknowledge then 
that they betrayed Joseph to secret 
agents of Wellington. 


In a time of universal scare, "Well- 


ington saw more clearly than anyone 
—this was his great merit—that Na- 
poleon was fast using up the military 
resources of France, and, Indeed, all. 
but Its soil, climate and genius, and j 
tiring out the latter. He managed to 
keep Spain an open core In the ene- 
my's flank, and thus left hopes to the 
continental courts for the 'downfall of 
the Corsica if they could coalesce 
against hioi.

When and How to Plant. 


Having now determined what tree to 


plant and it.s permanent location, let us 
determine when and how to plant it. 
Trees may be planted either in the early 
spring or late fall, or, in other words, 
when the tree is dormant. Planting a 
tree which is in foliage will result in 
failure, eo do not attempt this if you 
wish the tree to grow. Kail planting is 
preferable because the fall planting pe- 
riod is longer than the spring planting 
period. 


The first step in 'planting a tree is 


'liirginR the holii. 
If upon digging the 


will is found to be clay or hardpan, this 
soil should be removed to a depth of 
-'/s feet and replaced with rich top or 
garden soil. "Dig the hole for a smal' 
tree two feet by two feet by two and a 
half feet deep. In digging the hole place 
the top soil on one side of hole and the 
bottom soil on the opposite side; the rich 
top soil is' to be placed next to the roots

Never use greeu manure next to the 
oote of young trees; it burns them, re- 
lilting iii the death of the tree. Well 
otted manure may be mixed with soil 
o advantage, but this is unnecessary, 
or trees will grow almost) as rapidly 
n 
unfertilized ground. 
The inexperi- 


enced, as a rule, cannot distinguish the 
iroper condition of manure, and thure- 
'ore it is advised not to use manure or 
any other fertilizer during planting. 


After tree is planted it is well to 


ilace a mulch of manure to a depth of 
;eit inches all about the baso of the 
tree and permit it to remain one sea- 
son. 
After the April showers remove 


this mulch. In exceedingly dry weather 
it is -well to mulch, which keeps 
the 


roots moist and retards soil evapora-' 
tion. 
Having dug the hole, place the tree in 


:hc center of the hole, planting it on 
nch deeper than it stood in the nursery 
Planting deeper than this will result i 
failure. Holding the tree at the prope 
depth in hole, add fine top soil carefully. 
After the roots are covered up add a pail 
full of water (if soil is dry) and com- 
pact soil well about the rootlets by 
quickly raising and lowering the tree' 
and compacting the soil with the pres- 
sure of your foot. 
Fill in with some 


more soil and add more water. Then is wired about the top oi_ the guard to 
place remainder of soil about the tree. 
' prevent injury to trunk of tree by nib- 


The final operation i? placing a wire 


protecting guard about the tree. These 
are placed about the tree, to protect 
them against horses and breakage by 
children. They may be purchased from 
any hardware store at from 55 to 60 
cents each. They are made from two- 
mesh galvanized hardware cloth, using 
2-4-inch stock 5>/2 feet long, rolling'it 
lengthwise in a cylinder eight Inches in 
diameter. An old piece of rubber hose 


>ing. .The tree is tied In center of this 
ruard with rope. 
A stake 8% feet 


ong by 2x2 inches (made of white oak) 
is driven on the west side of tree and 
the tree tied to this. pole to keep it per- 
fectly in line until it can support itself. 


Another Essential. 


The top should be cut back in a sym- 


metrical manner to balance the amount 
removed from the roots in digging the 
tree from the nursery. This is very es- 
sential and often neglected and is the 
cause of trees receiving such a poor start 
in the Bpring. The cuts should be made 
ust above a twig or limb and as closely 
;o it as possible. If no twig is present 
cut just above a bud. 
Make cut clean 


with a sharp knife. It ia not necessary 
to paint these small cuts, for they wil 


eal over in a year. -• 
Thus it is seen the planting of a tree 


must be done in 'a careful and definite 
manner if success is desired. 


The city forestry department hag now 


practically completed its fall planting 
and citizens desiring it to plant trees in 
the" spring will be wise and place thei 
orders now for spring planting.
